I wasn't familiar with this line, or the $55 CSI980, but I've just 
looked at it online. First of all, better call them, as the note on the 
bottom of the on-line ad says “out of stock", if it's the model CSI980 
meter you're thinking of. I didn't see "Mastech" anywhere in the ad, but 
it's TRMS and the price is $55. 

It will certainly work well, as its normal-range DCV accuracy is 0.1%. 
(Normally a 4 1/2 digit meter is 0.05% basic DCV accuracy, but you won't 
find them for $55.) And its 20Amp current range is always useful. But if 
it's really out of stock, better find out when they expect some more due 
in. And, they don't mention the freq range for the "true rms" AC 
function either; in fact the ad doesn't mention any details about the 
TRMS function. 

The CSI65 model doesn't give any specs for its "4 1/2 digit high 
accuracy" claimed, for $45. 


Looking around some more, my MCM catalog doesn't show accuracy specs for 
most of its meters (Tenma, Wavetek); Future-Active the same except for a 
few meters. Their B&K 5300 series DMM looks interesting, but it's not

clear which specific 5300 model has which accuracy spec. Their 5360 
model is $99.00. 

Jameco lists the same meter by B&K, the 5360 and calls it 0.1% accuracy, 
and prices it for $80. The 5380 model with 0.025% accuracy is $150. 
http://www. jameco.com/Jameco/Products/ProdCT/p140. pdf 


Personally I'd go for the B&K 5360 over the Circuit Specialists CSI1980. 
I've had good experience with B&K products. I have no experience with 
the Ckt. Spec. meters. 


Hope you eventually find a decent meter at a good price!

An often overlooked source for good DMMs is Sears. I've had one of their PC 
interface logging-type DMMs for several years that I found on sale for $59 
reduced form $129. (I must admit I've never really needed the logger 
function, but at that price...) Some of their $40-50 range DMMs compare 
favorably with the three Fluke DMMs that I own. BTW, two of the Flukes were 
purchased off Ebay for a really big saving. Fluke offers a good 
swap/exchange program for fixing out of warranty DMMs. 


I've recommended Sears as a source for DMMs to my Marine Electrical System 
students for years because Sears meters usually have a 0-10 or 0-20 DC amp 
scale. So far, nobody has ever reported unsatisfactory results. 


Re-reading the above leads to believe that I have become a become a tool 
junkie. Anybody know of a Twelve Sep Program for guys like me?

I wasn't familiar with this line, or the $55 CSI980, but I've just 
looked at it online. First of all, better call them, as the note on the 
bottom of the on-line ad says “out of stock", if it's the model CSI980 
meter you're thinking of. I didn't see "Mastech" anywhere in the ad, but 
it's TRMS and the price is $55. 

It will certainly work well, as its normal-range DCV accuracy is 0.1%. 
(Normally a 4 1/2 digit meter is 0.05% basic DCV accuracy, but you won't 
find them for $55.) And its 20Amp current range is always useful. But if 
it's really out of stock, better find out when they expect some more due 
in. And, they don't mention the freq range for the "true rms" AC 
function either; in fact the ad doesn't mention any details about the 
TRMS function. 

The CSI65 model doesn't give any specs for its "4 1/2 digit high 
accuracy" claimed, for $45.

Looking around some more, my MCM catalog doesn't show accuracy specs for

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most of its meters (Tenma, Wavetek); Future-Active the same except for a 
few meters. Their B&K 5300 series DMM looks interesting, but it's not 
clear which specific 5300 model has which accuracy spec. Their 5360 
model is $99.00. 

Jameco lists the same meter by B&K, the 5360 and calls it 0.1% accuracy, 
and prices it for $80. The 5380 model with 0.025% accuracy is $150.

Personally I'd go for the B&K 5360 over the Circuit Specialists CSI980. 
I've had good experience with B&K products. I have no experience with 
the Ckt. Spec. meters. 


Hope you eventually find a decent meter at a good price!

The Pixie 2 is a great little project; almost seems mandatory for QRP 
homebrewers. You just look at the schematic and think, I can't believe this 
is a complete transceiver. 


I did my in the pre-Manhattan age and so did my own circuit board. My first 
Altoids box project. 


As far aS power goes, you gave me the motivation to finally make some 
measurements. I'm getting 160 mW with the 9V battery and 250 mW with my 12V 
gel-cell. This is an 80 meter Pixie. 


You can hear just about the whole band on the receiver, but that's OK. The 
first QSO buzz I got out of this rig probably meets or exceed that of any 
other "first QSO" experience I've had. 


I think the biggest problem I had was getting enough shift between transmit 
and receive frequencies so I'd be able to hear someone answering me on my 
frequency.

Ok, I've given up on the 80/40m antenna, as feed w/a 1/4 wave feedline. I'm 
thinking of using a tuned circuit to do the matching, but I don't have a 
Smith chart here. I went through and tried to figure out the equations, and 
they don't seem quite right, but here's what I have (assuming I have the 
right setup): 


Series inductor, shunt capacitor to ground (so coax through L, then C to 
ground, R is the antenna load): 
S*xS*L*C + S(L/R - Cx50) + (1 - 50/R) = 0 


Rearranging: 
L = (50/R - 1) / (sxs*xC + s/R -sxCx50) 
C = (50/R -1 - s*L/R) / (sxs*L - sx5Q) 


Now, this doesn't seem quite right, as L and C wind up have imaginary 
components, but I think they wind up being small. Anyhow, my first pass at 
running numbers yields a 36uH coil needing about 50pF to match on 80m and 
the same coil needing 11-12pF to match on 40m. Assuming 10k load. 


Now, I'm not done doing the work on this antenna--I have to find what size 
cap I have at home first, and size L to fit--but my question is: do these 
numbers look anything like they should be? I know, I kKnow--it's a tuner I'm 


building, not a fixed network; but I'd like to know if I'm in the ballpark 
before I build.

Ok, I've given up on the 80/40m antenna, as feed w/a 1/4 wave feedline. I'm 
thinking of using a tuned circuit to do the matching, but I don't have a 
Smith chart here. I went through and tried to figure out the equations, and 
they don't seem quite right, but here's what I have (assuming I have the 
right setup): 


Series inductor, shunt capacitor to ground (so coax through L, then C to 
ground, R is the antenna load): 
S*S*L*C + S(L/R - Cx50) + (1 - 50/R) = 0 


Rearranging: 
L = (50/R - 1) / (sxsxC + s/R -sxCx50) 
C = (50/R -1 - sx*L/R) / (s*s*L - s*50) 


Now, this doesn't seem quite right, as L and C wind up have imaginary 
components, but I think they wind up being small. Anyhow, my first pass at 
running numbers yields a 36uH coil needing about 50pF to match on 80m and 
the same coil needing 11-12pF to match on 40m. Assuming 10k load. 


Now, I'm not done doing the work on this antenna--I have to find what size 
cap I have at home first, and size L to fit--but my question is: do these 
numbers look anything like they should be? I know, I know--it's a tuner I'm 
building, not a fixed network; but I'd like to know if I'm in the ballpark 
before I build.

Hi Mark, I did those cases for NorCal. I ordered 100 extra on top of 
another order, I think it was the tuner. It took forever and a day to sell 
those things. If you did a run of 250 (which it would take to get anybody 
to do them at a reasonable cost in that size) I think it would probably 
cost you at least $10 each to have them made. Plus another $2 - $3 for 
hardware. That is an investment of $3000 plus!! And it is gonna take a 
long, long time to sell 250 blank cases like that. If you are still 
interested, I can point you in the direction of the shop that does the 
cases. But don't ask if they will do less than 250. They will but you 
can't afford them. The cost in sheet metal is not the material, but the 
layout and setup time. I would visit Bill Jones site and learn how to make 
really, really neat cases from the master himself.

I have used old aluminum modem cases with great success. I just cut a 
carrier board to fit the rails and then cut the case to the length 
needed. For the end caps I just trace the outline on plastic or PC 
board and cut to fit flush. Drill the screw holes to match the mount in 


the case. These make tuff cases for units that will travel. I have a 
SW-30 in one for backpack adventures. 


I have also used old computer switch boxes by taking plastic or PC board 
and making a new cover plate for front or rear or both. These are a 
little larger, but they are large enough to accommodate a piece of gear 
with several nice sized knobs on the front with finger room or a set of 
QRP BOOTS. 


Both of these offer good shielding and protection of your construction 
project. They can be painted any color as well. 


I have used acrylic sheet to make see-through cases and custom wood 
boxes to make presentation cases. The sheet acrylic cases are fast to 
make, but the wood boxes are really time consuming. 


My two cents worth.
